At the quarterly 
meeting of the 


Florida East Coast Chamber of Com- 
merce, in session at Titusville Tues 
day and Wednesday this week, a res- 
olution was adopted urging the attor- 
ney general to file suit against the 
Coast Line Canal and Transportation 
company to cause the title of the East 
Coast canal to revert to the state and 
to prevent the canal company from 
charging tolls. 
The following pre- 


amble and resolution covering the toll 
matter, was adopted:

Line Canal and Transportation com- 
pany has not and is not maintaining 
a canal at the depth and width pro- 
vided for by contract under which it 
received lands from the 
state of 


Florida, be it

from collecting tolls at any point on 
the East Coast canal and requiring 
said company to remove all chains or 
other obstruction from its waterway."

ACCIDENTS CADSE 


TROUBLE FOR BOATS 


THE HOWARD STRIKES LOG AND 


SINKS AND SWAN AND SMALL 


GET STUCK IN MUD IN THE TO- 


MOKA BASIN. 


The Howard Transportation com- 


pany has been experiencing another 
run of hard luck1 in connection with 
their steamers plying the inland wa- 
terway during the last week. 


The William B. Howard, one of the 


steamers which has been making reg- 
ular trips between Jacksonville and 
New Smyrna and points further south, 
ran into a sunken log in the canal 
above St. Augustine and a hole was 
stove in her hull. The steamer sank 
almost immediately, but fortunately 
the water was not so deep but that 
the hull rested on the bottom of the 
canal without submerging much of 
the boat. 
It is said that when the 


boat sprang a leak and began to sink 
she also took fire, but the blaze was 
extinguished without mucli 
damage 


being done. Efforts were started as 
soon as possible by the transportation 
company to raise the steamer, and 
ehe has now been taken back to Jack- 
sonville, where repairs are being 
made, and she will be ready for reg- 
ular trips again in a few weeks. It 
is estimated that the damage done to 
the boat amounted to (500 and that 
an equal amount of damage was done 
to the cargo. 


This accident 
removed the How- 


ard from service and the Swan was 
taken off the Daytona run and started 
on the trip to New Smyrna and points 
south. 
The Swan got stuck in the 


mud in Tomoka basin and was held 
up for many hours before she could be 
released. The Halifax, the new steel 
barge, was taken off the route from 
New Smyrna and south and put into 
service between Jacksonville and Day- 
tona to take the place of the Swan, 
and the Emmett Small was put into 
service to take the place of the Hall- 
fax. 
On the first trip the Small got 


stuck in the mud in the Tomoka basin 
and the Halifax had to be sent back 
from Daytona. after discharging her 
cargo, to lighter the'Small and bring 
part of her cargo as far as Daytona. 


The Swan reached here Sunday after- 


noon and had to be supplied with a 
number of cords of wood to carry her 
on south, the supply on board having 
given out while trying to extricate 
herself from the Tomoka basin mud.

seem to be over and the boats are 
making regular trips.

DEPUTY SHERIFF IS 


WITHOUT JAIL KEY 


MAYOR AND MARSHAL REFUSE 


TO TURN ONE OVER AND COUN- 


CIL IS IN DEADLOCK ON THE 


MATTER. 


If it is a fact that Volusia county 


owns the steel cages in the new city 
jail and that the cages were loaned to- 
the city for use in the city jail with. 
the understanding that the jail is also 
to be used by the county when occas- 
ion requires, the question of whether 
the city officials can keep the county 
from using its own property in still un- 
settled, as the mayor and city marshal 
refuse, it is said, to permit the deputy- 
sheriff to have a key to the jail, and 
an effort to settle the matter In the 
council resulted in a deadlock at the 
meeting Wednesday night. 


It is claimed that this is an amic- 


able arrangement which has existed 
between the city and county for a 
number of years, and that the city 
marshal and deputy sheriff have both, 
had keys and access to the jail at all 
times. 
However, since the appoint- 


ment of S. Ross as deputy sheriff for 
this precinct, it is said the marshal 
and mayor hav,e refused to permit the 
new deputy to have a key and the dep- 
uty is without a place to hold state 
prisoners for safe keeping. 


Just what right the city 
officers 


have to say that the county shall not 
have the use of its own property has 
not yet been established, but that 
some of the members of the city coun- 
cil are backing the city officials in the 
stand they have taken is shown by 
ientiment express in a vote in the 
council meeting Wednesday night. 
The matter was brought up for discus- 
sion and a motion was made by Coun- 
cilman E. V. Smith and seconded by 
Councilman J. T. Chambers that the 
city not furnish a key to the deputy 
sheriff. 
On the vote on the motion, 


Councilmcn Smith.Chambers and Tor- 
ley voted In the affirmative, and Coun- 
cilraen Swoope. Jones and Chowning 
voted in the negative. 
Councilman 


Thomas was not present. The result 
of the vote leaves the matter where It 
was before it was taken up by the 
:ouncil, and the mayor and marshal 
still refuse to turn over a key to the 
jail.

WITHOUT Jill KEY 


MAYOR AND MARSHAL REFUSE 


TO TURN ONE OVER AND COUN- 


CIL IS IN DEADLOCK ON THE 


MATTER. 


If it is a fact that Volusia county 


owns the steel cages in the new city 
jail and that the cages were loaned to- 
the city for use fn the city Jail with, 
the understanding that the jail is also 
to be used by the county when occac- 
ion requires, the question of whether 
the city officials can keep the county 
from using its own property in still un- 
settled, as the mayor and city marshal 
refuse, it is said, to permit the deputy 
sheriff to have a. key to the jail, and 
an effort to settle the matter in the 
council resulted in a deadlock at the 
meeting Wednesday night. 


It is claimed that this is an amic- 


able arrangement which has existed 
between the city and county for a 
number of years, and that the city 
marshal and deputy sheriff have both, 
had keys and access to the jail at all 
times. 
However, since the appoint- 


ment of S. lloss as deputy sheriff for 
this precinct, it is said tile marshal 
and mayor hav,e refused to permit the 
new deputy to have a key and the dep- 
uty is without a place to hold state 
prisoners for safe keeping. 


Just what right the city 
officers 


have to say that the county shall not 
have the use of its own property has 
not yet been established, but that 
some of the members of the city coun- 
cil are backing the city officials in the 
stand they have taken is shown by 
sentiment express in a vote in the 
council 
meeting Wednesday night. 


The matter was brought up for discus- 
sion and a motion was made by Coun- 
cilman E. V. Smith and seconded by 
Councilman J. T. Chambers that the 
pity not furnish a key to tbe deputy 
shorift". 
On the vote ou the motion, 


Councilmen Smith.Chambers and Tor- 
ey voted in the affirmative, and Coun- 
•ilmen Swoope. Jones and Chowning 
•oted in the negative. 
Councilman 


Thomas was not present. The result 
of the vote leaves the matter where it 
was before it was taken up by the 
council, and the mayor and marshal 
still refuse to turn over a key to the 
jail.

Florida's progress In health matters 


in 191« was In keeping with Its Indus 
trial advance, and the facts that re- 
main to be tabulated and studied, in- 
dicate that the good old peninsular 
state has just completed a twelve- 
month period unequaled In substan- 
tial growth In population and last- 
ing wealth. 


Reviewing health conditions to be 


handled In the forthcoming annual 
report of the state board of health. It 
appears that only the serious preva- 
lence of infantile paralysis In New 
York, and other northern 
centers, 


threatened the uniformity of 
good 


health in this state. 
Extraordinary 


precautions were taken by the state 
board in co-operation with municipal 
and national authorities, to prevent 
Infection entering from these remote 
sources. And It appears that these ef- 
forts were rewarded with complete 
Success. 
Ten cases of the disease 


were reported from various sections 
of Florida, but there is not the slight- 
est evidence that a single case was 
traceable to the northern centers. In- 
deed the number was not above the 
annual average of occurance in this 
state, and, as is well known, in the 


> majority of cases, the origin is diffi- 


cult if not impossible to trace.

of district nursing more than doubled.

IS YOUR CITRUS FOLIAGE 


NOW TURNING YELLOW? 


During the winter 
season, 
citrus 


troes are more likely to show yellow 
leaves in their foliago than at any 
other time of the year. Under aver- 
age conditions, if the foliage of cit- 
rus trees is well developed and of a 
good green color, the trees may safe- 
ly be considered in good condition. 
When the foliage 
is 
yellowed or 


frenched. it Is an indication that the 
trees are suffering from lack of ni- 
trogen, or possibly of iron. There is 
yet another cause of It; the roots of 
the trees may be in such condition 
that they cannot take the ammonia 
from the soil. 


"Where yellowing is due to lack of 


ammonia in the soil, and this Is like- 
ly to be the case if the applications of 
fertilizer have not been regular or 
recent, the remedy Is to give the trees 
an early spring application of some 
readily available ammonia," says B. 
F. Floyd, plant physiologist to the 
University of Florida experiment sta- 
tion,

'black rot" can be prevented if the 
grower is careful in his attention to 
small details.

STRATAGEMS OF WAR. 


Clever Tricks by Which Two Chilean 


Wanhipe Were Sunk 


Between the jears 1879 and 1884 the 


republics of Peru and Chile neie at 
War, 
and although the Peruv iaus were 


eveatuailv discomfited they displaved 
great adroitness In navul matters Oil 
one occasion they succeeded in sinking 
two Chilean vvaishirs tlieir clevei 
strategy being thus descubed bj Ste- 
phen Colciidge in bh memoirs 


"Soon after the Chile in fleet had set 


tied down to the blockade of Callao 
there appeared in the bav one morning 
a large barge of fruit that had obvious 
ly gone adrift from the shore 
TJie 


Peruvians put out in boats and steam 
pinnaces to bring the barge back, and 
the Chileans, seeing what was happen 
Ing, also sent out pinnaces and boats 
to Intercept and capture the drifting 
barge A fierce fusillade between the 
hostile boats followed and several men 
were Killed or wounded At length the 
Peruvians drew off and left the barge 
In the hands of the triumphant Chile 
ans who towed it off amid the cheers 
of their ships' crews w ho had watched 
the fight wit* Uecn interest.

war was sent up the coast to capture 
anything woith having at Ilnncho On 
the appeaiance of the vessel the In- 
habitants drew their boats far inland 
and, taking all their valuables, fled Into 
the Interior 
One boat, a new one, 


larger than the others they hauled 
some little way up the beach and then 
abandoned. 


'After jrillagtng the place the Chile- 


ans looked at the boat, which was en- 
tirely empty 
The Peruvians bad re- 


moved oars sails, mnst and even the 
rowlocks. The Chileans looked it over 
to be sure that there wag no dynamite 
IB it and then towed It awav to their 
vessel The captain had the davits run 
out and topes put round the seats at 
the bow and the stern 
Then be or 


dered big men to haul away 


It was the last order he ever gave, 


tor the moment the ropes tightened 
the ship was blown to pieces and dig 
appeared In seventy fathoms of water. 
A false bottom bad concealed a tre- 
mendous charge of dynamite that was 
irranged to Ignite when any upward 
force was applied to any of the seats 
"The Inhabitants of the town, who

FREE TEXT BOOKS IN FLORIDA

at its recent meeting in Arcadia, mem 
oralized the state legislature to adop 
one of the free text book plans tha 
are in force in other states, either 
making the system mandatory or mak 
ing it possible for county boards o! 
education to supply text books, o; 
school patrons in the several counties 
desire it. The Tampa Times says th< 
first plan is the better one, and the 
second one acceptable, and then con 
tinues: 


"Florida schools and colleges, in 


eluding the rural schools have made 
remarkable progress during the past 
decade, and are now much more effl 
cient than many people believe them 
to be. There is still great room for 
improvement, however, and the de- 
mand for improvement is imperative 
for many reasons. 


"Owing to the rapidly Increasing in- 


flux of homeseekcrs from every sec- 
ion of the union, Florida is growing 
more rapidly than any southern state, 
ir any other htate in the Union for 
hal matter. The period of growth lias 
uht bosun and one cannot speculate 
vith any degree ol certainty as to the 


'<ord that will be made during the 
\t fhe or ten years. 
"The thousands of people who arc 


kxming to live among us demand that 
\vlii< h is best in educational lines— 
demand it for their youngest kiddies 
and thtose who are entering college. 
They are entitled to the best of edu- 
calional facilities, as are our native 


rate—and which is one of the few 
commonwealths that that is not in 
debt—i» more than able to give them 
these facilities. 


"The last legislature enacted a local 


option compulsory school law, which 
few counties have taken advantage 
of. The next legislature, which con- 
venes in April, should make school 
attendance compulsory. 
The next 


legislature also will be called • upon 
to deal with \he free text book prob- 
lem. 
May it solve that problem—and 


solve it 'right.' 


"Florida, with its cosmopolitan and 


highly intelligent population should 
within a few years be developed into 
the educational center of the south- 
ern states."

NOW TURNING YELLOW? 


During the winter 
season, 
citrus 


troes are more likely to show yellow 
leaves in their foliago than at any 
other time of the year

age conditions, if the foliage of cit 
rus trees is well developed and of a 
good green color, the trees may safe 
ly be considered in good condition 
When the foliage is 
yellowed or 


frenched it Is an indication that the 
trees ar» suffering from lack of ni- 
trogen, or possibly of iron 
There is 


yet another cause of it, the roots of 
the trees may be in such condition 
that they cannot take the ammonia 
from the soil 


'Where yellowing is due to lack of

A former herdsman relate* a tbrlll 


tog personal experience connected with 
• itampede of cattle He was taking a
